Considerable interest was shown in the beef class, which makes 
one wonder why more emphasis is not put on beef production at 
Macdonald College. Possibly a beef herd in these days of milk quotas 
and surpluses is a profitable alternative to dairying on many farms.

Where is our spirit of partioipa 
tion? 

Three weeks ago, Cameron 
Mirza represented Macdonald Col 
lege at the Inter-University De- 
bating League Conference held 
at O.A.C. in Guelph. This con 
ference, which included the Eng 
lish speaking colleges and univers 
ities of Ontario and Quebec, was 
held to discuss and settle matters 
relating to the holding of an an 
nual debating competition. Mac 
donald has been a member of the 
league for sometime now, but has 
probably been one of the least 
active schools, for, in last year's 
competition, we were forced to 
default for want of a team. Simul- 
taneously, with the writing of this 
article, a letter goes out with- 
drawing Mac's membership of this 
league. Here is the background to 
this decision. 

During last year and this year, 
several efforts were made, by the 
executive of the Literary and 
Debating Society, to establish a 
debating club here. Last year's ef- 
forts were fruitless, and heart- 
breaking, for the response was al- 
most nil. This year's efforts have 
drawn six persons out of Mac- 
donald's one thousand or so stud- 
ents. The year is by no means fin- 
ished, and the situation could pos- 



sibly improve. Nevertheless, part- 
icipation in the Inter-University 
League, involves the obligation of 
paying fees to the extent of $42.00, 
expenses for travelling teams and 
a delegate to the conference. The 
executive of Lit and Deb felt that 
it would not be fair to spend your 
funds in the interest of so few 
persons, and, as such, arrived at 
the decision to withdraw. 

Does not this kind of action, 
which involves withdrawing the 
membership of Macdonald, thus 
taking them out of the debating, 
competition and the possibility of 
Mac being accused of being a se- 
cond grade no good college, hurt 
a bit? Maybe it is time for us to 
examine our "fair" collie. We are 
quickly qualifying for the position 
of the number one spectator. We 
support activities, but how? Usual- 
ly in the easiest w^y possible, by, 
sitting, watching and enjoying the 
work of the few who had the 
courage to participate. Each Wed- 
nesday night our Assembly Hall is 
filled with students attending Class 
Plays, which is commendable, but 
how many of us even think of the 
effort, hard work and headaches 
behind the presentation of the fin- 
ished product? The majority of 
the plays have been presented

Todd Replaces Zorro ! 

Did you know that the Junior Class has a T.V 
star in its midst? Well we have! He has been selected by 
the C.B.C. to play a leading role in a film on skiing. The 
film, sponsored by the Canadian Ski Alliance was shot in 
in the Laurentians this week. 

John Todd, as many of you 
know, is no newcomer to the ski 
slopes. Learning to ski at the age 
of three, he has devoted much of 
his time to skiing ever since. At 
seven he started racing and when 
he was thirteen he participated 
in the Dominion Ski Races. He 
placed 3rd among the Canadian 
entries at the North American 
Ski Races when he was sixteen. 

He was a member of the squad 
which won the Dominion Junior 
Team championship at Fort Wil- 
liam in 1954. By this time skiing 
was a year round sport for John, 
and in the summer of 1956 he 
carried off the championship ho- 
nours at Lake Louise. Earlier that 
summer he was a member of a 
team of Canadian skiers invited to 
race at the United States Olym- 
pic Training Camp at Mt. Hood, 
Oregon. Undaunted by such high 
ranking competition, John placed 
6th in the slalom. 

At Mt. Tremblant, in the winter 
of 1956-'57, John was one of a 
group of forty Canadian skiers 
from which a team was selected to 
represent Canada. 

John was among the fifteen 
eventually chosen, and thus had 
the wonderful opportunity of being 
coached by the 1952 World Cham- 
pion, Attmar Synder. 

However at this high point in 
his career John realized that he 
could not ski forever and de- 
cided t» further his education. 
Nevertheless, he completed ^he re- 
quirements for professional skiing. 
In the Fall of '57 John joined the 
"Clan" and is now taking the 
General Biology Option. 

The film, starring John Todd, 
replaces Zorro on Sat, December 
26th at 5:30 P.M. on the C.B.C 
network. We won't discuss the 
story of "Jinimy Davis" just now 
except to say that John hopes he 
is not really the character he 
portrays.

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WHAT'S THE FUSS ABOUT GRANTS? 

Much has been reported recently in the newspapers concerning 
the issue of Federal Government grants to Quebec Universities. 
Premier Sauve has now devised a plan which he hopes will solve 
the problem. He has suggested that the Federal corporate tax rate 
should be reduced by 1%, with a corresponding increase of 1% in the 
Quebec corporate tax. This would provide additional revenue for the 
Quebec Government, which would use this amount to provide financial 
assistance to the Universities. Three or four years have elapsed since 
political pressure forced the Universities to refuse Federal grants. 
Surely a solution to the problem could have been found earlier. 

The late Premier Duplessis was opposed to the acceptance of 
Federal grants. These have accumulated over the past three years and 
now total $25 million dollars. He reasoned that if the Federal Govern- 
ment had enough money to give the Universities as grants, then the 
Federal share of the tax was too large. Instead he felt that the 
Province should have been given a larger percentage of the tax 
revenue, which would have allowed it to increase Provincial assistance 
to the Universities. Further, Premier Duplessis considered education 
to be the prerogative of the Provincial Government. 

These funds offered by the Federal authorities were, and still are, 
desperately needed by the Universities for expansion and to meet the 
rising costs of University administration. If the Universities had ac- 
cepted the grants from Ottawa, Premier Sauve would undoubtedly, 
have curtailed their existing Provincial aid. In doing this, he virtually 
forced the Universities to refuse this money, since they could not afford 
to do without tlie help given by the Province. 

On tlie other hand the Federal Government offered the money 
without any stipulation as to how it should be spent. It was a gift 
which could be used by the Universities to expand their existing 
facilities. As everyone knows, enrolment in Colleges and Universities 
is increasing rapidly and so expansion is imperative. Surely the prov- 
incial Government should have realized how useful the additional aid 
would have been and allowed them to accept it. 

The Universities require all the additional funds they can get, 
whether it be from a Federal, Provincial or industrial source. Let us 
hope Premier Sauve can arrange that the money be made available to 
the Universities as early as possible, thus enabling them to expand in 
order to keep pace with our growing educational requirements. 

Premier Sauve should be congratulated on the constructive manner 
in which he has handled this matter.

CANADIANISM 

A generation ago, the only thing remotely describable as Cana- 
dianism was to be found among the French Canadians. That, un- 
happily, was not a true and pure spirit, but was largely born of their 
minority status in a population largely British. However, today that 
situation has under-gone a drastic change. Canada has rapidly taken 
its place as a power to be reckoned with in world councils. This fact 
alone, has forced our population, notoriously lackadaisical in such 
matters, to a new realization of tlie importnnce and significance of 
being Canadians. As proof of this we need only read our local news- 
papers which currently report that the Conservative association of 
Canada, the last stronghold of colonial mentality, has in convention, 
resolved that a Canadian flag and a Canadian anthem be adopted 
forthwith. Further, it becomes increasingly evident that public events 
are opened by the playing of **0 Canada", and while this is certainly 
not our official and recognized anthem, and is usually followed in 
quick succession by a few bars of the British National anthem it does 
show a glimmering of true nationalistic Canadian spirit. 

Many not born within our borders, but who have chosen to 
honour us by voluntarily becoming Canadian citizens, have aided in 
bringing about a new awareness of nationalism. 

Maybe the time has come to endeavour to Canadianize Canada. 
We have here a nation that can design itself but cannot develop a 
simple, understandable image of itself — a national flag. We proclaim 
our nationhood in constitutional documents and impressive gestures 
of all sorts; but after reaching the summit in a climb of almost a 
century, we are unable to mark it with a Canadian flag. 

The "Red Ensign" often passes for a Canadian flag, which it is 
not. It is merely the marine flag of ships sailing from Canadian ports. 
Even this is not a distinctive flag of Canadian design. It can be seen 
flying, without Canada's coat-of-arms, on the Queen Elizabeth, Cunard 
Line. Again, it seems, Canada has borrowed. 

Many criticisms of this fact liave been "remedied" by suggestions 
for a Canadian flag. The pro-English factor insist that the Union Jack 
be included. The French Canadian debtors demand that if the Union 
Jack be incorporated, so should the "Fleur-de-lis." A distinctively 
Canadian symbol, such as the beaver or the maple leaf would con- 
stitute an attractive flag, thus omitting both old world symbols. Most 
suggestions comprise additions to the "Red Ensign", which if implement- 
ed, would make it take on the appearance of a pair of "patched jeans." 

The Union Jack and France's Tricolour, often seen in Montreal 
have no emotional significance to the majority of Canadians. The 
propriety of lowering an outdoor flag at sundown is sadly ignored. 
Perhaps we should learn to honour a flag before flying our own. 

The subject of a national flag has been on Parliaments* agenda 
again and again. The issue has been parcelled up each time and 
placed in the deep-freeze of a Parliamentary committee. 

The objection to any Canadian flag on the grounds of loyalty to 
Britain is a dying force. The relations between Canada and Britain 
have never been better than they are today. In the present state of 
the Commonwealth, no one would approve a Canadian flag more than 
the people of Britain. 

A great majority of Canadians would like to have their own flag. 
The only problem is, to agree on the design. Many people, so tired are 
they, of the interminable debate, would settle for any flag at all, provid- 
ed it clearly represented Canada as a separate entity and satisfied a 
majority. The discussion rests on the determination of majority 
opinion. To date, no one has had the courage to undertake this task. 

Coupled with the importance of a flag, is the necessity for a 
national anthem, a Canadian anthem. "O Canada", written by a 
Canadian, does much, both musically and verbally, to express the true 
Canadian spirit. As far as "God Save the Queen" is concerned, it is 
more a prayer than an anthem in the true sense of the word. It w, 
however, most applicable on State occasions. "The Maple Leaf For- 
ever" has run a poor second to "O Canada" in popular opinion polls, 
but might yet become a strong contender providing the maple leaf was 
the motif for a new flag. . i • , ui 

It appears some progress is being made in solving these problems. 
Debate is widespread. It is debate which indicates and breeds interest, 
which in turn breeds action. Both are long steps in the right direction.
